{TH ‘heart of. London, that rogion 
about. the Bank. of Erigland and. .

‘beon dubbed ‘‘the financial hub.of the  ~ 
world,’’ stands in what is the strangest - 
arish in the city, There-is in this par- 
sh no church, no municipal office, and, 
it is said, but one inhabitant; its 
value. in a parothial and official sense 
is equal to that of many another parish 
in the British metropolis with its thous. : 

This is the parish of 
St. Christopher-le-Stocks, which, somo 
seven hundred years ago, was founded,

‘significant. in-historic interest as com- | | 
pared with that of St. Christopher-le- 
Stocks, The church of this parish stood 
in Threadneedle Street, on the site of

+he—imhprovement.of._t ani inthe. 
year 1781, The chureh was a stately 
edifice, altered. and beantified .by Sir 
Christopher Wren, after the ravages of 
the great fire of London, and it was em- 
bellished) by gifts f:om the city’s 
wealthy aldermen, 

. The first authentic reference. to this 
church is found in the yéar 1392, when 
one Richard Sherington, w Fieh™ iher- 
chant, gave ‘to it. /‘many and 
gifts,’* It is certain, however, that the 
church was im existence at least a hun- 
dred years prior to this date, inasmuch 
as without the gate stood a pair of 
stocks, for the punishment of those 
whose offences. had, been committed 
within the city limits, These were 
abolished in 1282, when Edward IL. was 
king, i ge: 

It appears that at the time Henry 
Walis was Mayor of London, the tolls 
derived from London Bridge were insuf- | 
ficient for its maintenance; so, accord- 
ingly, the Mayor, with the royal per- ~ 
mission, established a fish-and-flesh mar- 
ket ‘‘near by the Church of St. Chris-  - 
topher-le Stocks,’’ The Stocks Market 
was designed to aid the upkeep of Lon- ~ 
don Bridge, the bridge-keeper having 


ane 
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power to grant leases for market shops. 
The chureh was the spiritual resort of 
all ‘‘godly shopekeepers, ’” 

Other references to the church are 
found of record during the years 1472 
and 1543, the latter date covering the 
time—when Henry VE -was- receiving 
something over forty-six pounds-sterling 
as-rent-for the market, In-1624-a-grave- 
yard was attached to the church, and. it 
was upon, this that the Bank of England 
encroached, so that in 1781-the church 
was demolished, But, no doubt to salve 
the conseiences of the -money-makers, 
the parochial rights and dignitiés were 
still maintained. The garden with the 
fountain within the Bank of England 
marks the site of the burial-ground, The 
last interment took place a hundred 
years ago, being that of one ‘‘Jen- 
kins, a bank clerk, seven feet, six inches 
high,”’ ae Wa 

So the old Church of St. Christopher-' 
le-Stocks »went its way, but the parish 
remains, embracing the open space in 
front of the bank and the Mansion 
House, This parish has one inhabitant, 
and he enjoys full rights of voting for 
Parliament and all munieipal councils.

Two persons standing in the street do not imagine 
that they are producing two over-lapping dimples. Were 
streets covered with soft rubber they would readily estimate 
each other’s weight. * 


When the barometer rises over a country it puts on a load 
and a very big dimple is produced on the surface of the same. 
When the barometer falls the load is taken away and the 
normal surface is restored. . This means that changes in baro- 
metric pressure give rise to changes in surface inclination, 
the ground slopes downwards towards the area of greatest 
pressure. If, therefore, we can measure these changes at the ~ 
place where we happen to be located we are in possession of 
information of barometrical effects.;extending over large 
areas, ; 

Now, if the changes in the weight of the atmosphere will 
produce measurable-deflections, let us‘ask ourselves what hap- 
pens when the tide rises on a eoast line, Its mass will at-. 
tract things, while its weight will depress the bed on which it 
rests.: When the tide rises in the Irish Sea it will produce © 
an effect similar to that which is produced. by a man when he * 
sits on a plank supported at its two ends. The plank sags 
downwards, and so does the bed of the Irish Sea when it is 
sat upon by the tide. : 

When the tide rises in the Irish Sea the bottom of that . 
s8éa is depressed, and the houses in Liverpool bow to those in 
Dublin. What happens in the Irish Sea. happens twice a day 
in the English Channel and along every coast in the world 
where oceanic waters rise and fall. 


That the weight of a tide should. produce some sort of an 
effect: has long been recognized, and calculations respecting 
its magnitude have ‘been made. At one place it has now been 
measured, and its magnitude has turned out to be very much 
greater than was expected. The instrument employed was * 
made at Shide, on the Isle of Wight, put up by my assistant, 
Mr. 8, Hirota, at Bidston, near Liverpool, where, through the 
kindness of the Liverpool Harbor Board and Mr. W. E. Plum- 
mer, it is coaxed to do its best. Its principal parts may -be 
described as a mast with a boom, When the ship rolls to 
port the boom rolls to port, and vice versa.
